Crop Inspector Tours Suite, 
Discovers Many Signs 
of Pest 


(By Ut A Mutated 
OKLAHOMA 
CITY.— The 
pre­ 
sence of the greenbug in practically 
all wheat fields of Oklahoma was 
disclosed In an inspection trip of 
the wheat section of the state made 
by H. H. Shut*, federal crop sta­ 
tistician. according to a statement 
issued here today. 
In the central 
portion of the state probably five 
percent of the fields show spots 
already damaged, Mr: Shute said. 
Chinch-bugs and 
the 
pea-aphis. 
a first cousin to the greenbug. were 
also found to be working in the 
fields, the staiment said, the lat­ 
ter now doing considerable damage 
among 
alfalfa 
and 
clover. 
The 
chinch-bugs 
will 
do

greatest 
damage to the corn crop. to which 
they migrate at the time the wheat 
and oats are being harvested, ac­ 
cording to Mr. Shutz. 
“A visit to a wheat field near 
El Reno, from which came the first 
report of the green bug on volun­ 
teer wheat on February 15. showed 
that about half of the crop was 
under the control of the parasitic 
fly. which ordinarily keeps it in 
check.” the statement reads.

TULSA, Mar. 28.—Country clubs 
are plentiful in the larger cities of 
Oklahoma, but rural retreats where 
even the wealthy citizens of the 
state 
can 
go 
conveniently 
for 
a 
week-end 
and 
fish 
and 
hunt 
to 
their heart’s content are few and 
far between. 
However, Tulsa has such a place 
in the Tulsa-Ozark club located on 
Spavinaw creek about 75 miles from 
this city. 
The 
108 
members 
of 
the club include residents of this 
city, Oklahoma City and many other 
cities and towns in the state. 
The club house is built on a 
wooded slope close to a deep pool 
iii 
the creek 
where 
the 
bathers 
and fishermen alike can enjoy them 
selves and where boating is a real 
sport because of the strong current 
in the creek. 
The house itself is 
built entirely of rough sawed oak 
and is equipped 
with 
a 
private 
electric light, water and sewer sys­ 
tem. 
Huge oak and walnut logs 
I blaze in the fireplaces during the 
winter months and the cool breezes 
from the creek and the hills sweep 
over the veranda on summer after­ 
noons and evenings. 
One delightful ^feature about the 
club 
is the 
fact 
that 
practically 
every foot of the road from Tulsa 
to Spavinaw bridge is as good as 
can be found in the state for dirt 
roads. 
Through the hills 
it 
TS 
gravel and part of the way out of 
Tulsa is on the concrete county 
highway. 
This creek is where Tulsa will 
go for her future water supply if 
the recommendations of Major Gen­ 
eral George W. Goethals are car­ 


ried out. 
The water is pure, clear 
and cold and the general consider­ 
ed the creek large enough to sup­ 
ply a city of 500,000 population. 
Spavinaw is fed by springs and 
the water shed is so rough and 
hilly that very few farms line its 
banks, 
making it an ideal 
place 
for a city to get its water supply.
